Know pr Is 
then, that Salr-Kaly 1s made of the Herb Katy, coming in gyerniens 
great quantity. out of Egypt, which is there burnt whiles 
it is green, and ſo bOught over to us, and is called by 
ſome Soda, and Alumen Catinume, but the right name is 
Sal-kaly. This Salt is not found in Natures three King- 
doms, unleſs it be preduced by Art , through the help of 
Fire ; whence it is that this Virgzs is ſaid. by the Ancients 
to have three Fathers, viz, Nature, Fire, and the Philo- 
ſopher. 


This Sal-kaly, as other Salts, is part of the Compoſitum, Alcaly is

Hence * alſo. that of Hippocrates ,' Bodies advanced to their 
full vigor , Tay not there , but as weighed in an equal bat- 
lance , turn dywn to the contrary fide. 

By what hath been faid , the reaſon is manifeſt , why 
Vitriol exficcated , performs viral aCtions., with blood , 
ſweat , urine, or execrements, as it may be drawn to 
lome certain Object , of which I forbear on purpoſe to 
ſpeak-in this place , leaſt I ſhould exceed the bounds of a 
Compendium. | 

Wherefore the Vital Inſtrument, or Seminal Vertue , 
(call it as you pleaſe )inall things , is Acidity , either hid- 
den , or manifeſt. This Vertue reſides manifeſtly in the 
Stomach., but in the other members obſcurely , as * Hip- 

crates witneſſeth. Man , ſays He, hath myre than one 
Ventricle,all the Muſcl:s have their Ventricle. Now it is the 
office of the Stomach to change one thing into another , 
by the help of the two faculties '(3.e.) the innate Acid , 
and the acquired Alcaly , for ſo we are to underſtand this, 
as my Hippocrates enjoynes , faving , Men cut weod with 4 
Saw , one draws to, another thruſts from , fo alſo is the nature 

Man. $So that the aforeſard Acid ( which I have 

ewed to be occult in Milk ) aſſumes the Alcaly in the 
Aliments, and whatſoever is not repugnant to its own

teration , as. may. be eaſily experimented ( 5. e. ) 
viz, by the inſpillation of Urine , and afterwards by 
its Calcination , Solution, and Coagulation, : where 
Salt is found granulated ; as alſo ,-Men live on the

This Alcaty 1s the cauſe that 
ſuch as cat boiled Cabbage or Coleworrs, before a 
fir of Drinking, are feldom inebriated , for the Alca- 
ly of this Herb ; as it moderates the inebriateing .4- 
cid.ty of the Wine in the Stomach , ſo tt abſords and 
conſumes That in the Glaſs. | 

But why certain ſimples do ſpecifically Cure ſome Di- 
ſcaſes, as the Juice of Yarrow , the Hzmorrhoides ; Fu- 
mitory , the Jaundies; Butchers Broom , the Diſtem- 
pers of the Urine ;. Guajacum and Sarza, the French- 
pox, and the like; and wherein all 'the Faculties of 
Purging- ſimply do conſiſt ; it would be tedious to 
declare in this place, let it ſuffice to have given ſome 
ſmall hint of it , 'at leaft in this Writing , wherein, 
even 'againſt- my will, I have: been inforced to diſco- 
ver Salts hitherto Occult.

The ſtrength and Vertues of all the aforeſaid Precipi- 
tates are equal, they provoke Vomit , corrupt the 
Gumms, and, taken often , do cauſe the Execrable Pry- 
aliſm. Hence Helmont , As long as Vulgar Mercury can 
be reuficated , 'tis no good Man's Remedy. For as all Me- 
dicines , are Poyſon in reference to us, and not to the 
Excrements; aſſaulting us , rather than Diſeaſes : So alſo 
is the Vulgar precipitate of Aercary. Hence That of 
my * Hippocrates, No Phyſician can pr.miſe Health , by 
preſcribing the aſſuming of Laxatives. | 

And akhough many affirm ,, Tha: Mercury. precipitated 
per ſe , without the adaitian of-Corrofiue , doth mightily pro- 
voke Sweat , and.for that reaſon cures all Feavors , as well 
contingal , as. intermittent , and. ſix or ſeven times given , 

cares the Phench-Pox x yet it is not true,; but, as 
L haveſaid , Dy reaſon of its-S«{phar , though it be dili- 
gently handled the common way , yet it remains the ſame 
HMerewry ſtill. And akhough Selpher, with great ingenuity 
and Art , be ſeparated from it , yet , not enduring. a 
Vacaxm , in a ſinall ſpace of time, it regains new, like 
the former, as our Maſter teacheth, A-part , it « ſuffi. 
cient neither. for \t ſelf , nor any other-: Nay , beſides Expe- 
rience , Geber confirms it , and:other learned Men. Hence 
the Author of the Book, called Aureum Seculum , Very ele 
ganth ; Saturn , his Grand-father , out of meer: auger, again 
changeth it into what, it was before ; and therefore this 
Spirit hath obtained the name of Multiformans and of 
Mercury.” Thoſe that have paſled through theſe painful 
labowrs, know this tobe true. But when it is regene- 
rated and reſiſcitated out of Silfer ,” or. any other per- 
fett Metal, and alfo cleanſed, as much as is neceſſary , 
and ,., with his requiſite, precipitated to a Redneſs , it 
becomes a Medicine not to be deſpiſed ; which provokes 
neither.

_ Wherefore, the . External Sxiphaur in the Mercury | is 
the cauſe of Vomit and Salivation , and not the Corro- 
ſive Spirits , with which it is Precipitated or Sublimated ;

is not-perceived by the Taſte , bur the moſt Acid Sulphur 
of.

into their ancient Diſeaſes , 'tis becauſe the Malignant 
diſpoſition is ſtill Teft in the Body. | 
This Occult ., but Venemous Acidity of Aercary doth 
primarily then hurt the Teeth and Gums ; for as all S/- 
phar hath an Occult Acid { as _—_ ſhewed before per 
Campanum ) fo Mercury hath an Occult Venemous Sul- 
phur , which doth precipitate an& ribify it with a gen- 
tle, but conſtant, Fire ( kke Common £Szlptar)) which , 
I have demonſtrated above, not only by fire, in an Ex- 
periment, bur alſo by the authority of Geber. 
Now all Acids , eſpecially Putrefaftive ones, do offend 
the Teeth , and Gums (as the Scarv:y ſhews)) and 'diſ- 
ſolve the Nerves: then the Blood ſfowres there , and pu- 
trefies,, becoming more ſtinking than a Jakes, with ſuch 
a Contagion , that the Lips, by touchmgit, contra UI- 
.cers , and the Cheeks ulcerate within; and this h 
not only from its External UnCtion , but alſo the live 
Mercery , taken often, ina fmall quantity , by the mouth, 
performs the fame thing , as Experience ſhews, and Ron- 
deletins and Platerns have alſo obſerved. Of this ſort are 
the Pills of live Afercwary called Barbarofſe : The old Ver- 
ſes of Mathefins ſuit herewith ;

He, 1 fay , made an Emplaiſter to' mitigate the pains of 
the Joynts, ariſing from a Virulent P&x,- pertwading 
himſelf, that Af:ycury was therrue Alexipharmick 'of this 
Diſesſe, bur he 'mingled*the live Mercury with things 
eaſing Pains , and fomerimes with good ficeeſs; where- 
fore he adviſed to mortify the Mercury with Spittle and 
Oyl of Bayes, which is done ih'a moment, and-after- 
wards to mix it with the other Ingredients. 

This Mortification of Vige ,, the' Reformer -latighs-ar; 
and perverts-that excellent Man's Text and meaning , 
adding Reproaches and Calumniesto boot ; and in ſtead 
of quick Mercury , he teaches toadd Corrolive , with 
out any Ablution , or*encreaſing the fire ro expel the 
Spirits ; but whileſt it is yet-a Liquor, he enjoyns: Fac 
and Oyl, to be ſuper-added, as if the Corroding Acid, 
would die intheFat. 1-45 

Hence it appears y that the Reformer of ' the Anſpar 
Diſpenſatory,- hath not ſo much as a. ſpark of diſtinguiſh 
ing Judgement.

have demonſtrated out of * Hippocrates, That theſe things 
muſt needs ſo happen by Devin: neceſſity z To wit), that there 
is often; obferved tro wander up and down 1nus,.a certain 
diffalved'Salr, the Generarwn whereof; 1 have ſhewed 
before'in its place , It conſiſting of Acid and Aicaly Com- 
pounded, lefs-agreeing among themſelves, and unfit for 
Tranfſpirationian& Sweat.
